• Washington, June 10. — James M 
Watson, Jr., a clerk In the offlce of 
the auditor for the Dlstrlet of Ooluni' 
Ua and the son-lB-law of a wealthy 
MtlNd railroad contractor, was ar 
reeted Tuesday on a charge of emboz 
ilement of government funds. The 
amount is estimated at from fftO.OOO 
to 976.000. The warrant makes the 
specific charge of embezzlement of 
18,000, which represents only a por 
tlon of the alleged peculations. Wat 
son was not bonded and in case he or 
bis relatives, several of whom are said 
to he wealthy, fall to make good the 
alleged hMwei, Auditor J. T. Petty win 
be held responsible for the amount' 
The auditor's bonds is for $20,000 
The money alleged to have been em 
beuled was part of the funds depos 
Ited in the offlce of the auditor by 
property owner* who are will^ig to 
pay half dr all costs of improvements 
abutting on*thelr property, surh as 
paring sidewalks, alleys and streets. 
' Tlila embraces deposits by railway 
companies, electric light companlea, 
telephone companies, for crossing side- 
walks, for sawers and mtm. aalns, 
and la entirely separate from the oth- 
er acconilts. This account Is not sub- 
ject to review by the treasury depart 
ment. bu( it Is cheeked by the clerk in 
charge of the corresponding account 
in the dlst|rlct department and be re 
ported it oorreet as late as February, 
leoi 

The depositors, It Is said, have the 
right to recover from the district 
through suit The auditor's office is 
under the supervision of the board of 
eommissionera of the District of Co- 
lumbia. Auditor Petty has complete 
charge of the assessment and permit 
fund, depositing the money in a bank 
to his own credit. Mr. Watson, it is 
alleged, has been entrusted with mak- 
ing the deposits and has returned the 
pass book in apparently proper condi- 
tion In each Instance. He has been 
an employe of the district for fou.' 
years and the alleged defalcations are 
supposed to have occurred throughout 
most of this period. 

Watson's ball was fixed at |26,000, 
which it was stated will be furnished 
Wednesday by several bonding com- 
panies with which arrangements to 
that effect will be made. The arrest- 
ed man spent the night In a police 
station. In a long statemefkt Which he 
made to a reporter Wat.son attributed 
the alleged shortage to careless book- 
keeping and denied that he had been 
guilty of any embezzlement. 

TROOPS ASKED FOR. 



They Are to Guard Prisoners When 
Taken From the Covington Jail. ' 



Lexington, Ky., June 10.— Sheriff 
fames Robinson, of Mason county, has 
asked Gov. Beckham for troops to 
guard three Negro prisoners — Charles 
Saunders, Tom Mann and Ed Morris — 
who are charged with the attempted 
naurder of John Farrow near Mt. OIU 
sad, on February 1 last Their faces 
bidden with masks, it is charged, that 
they held him up at his home, robbed 
bim, afterward assaulting and nearly 
killing him. The men escaped, but 
bloodhounds were put on their tracks 
and they were captured the next day. 

The people of Mt Carmel and Mt. 
Oilead planned to lynch the Negroes, 
and considerable excitement prevailed 
at the time, but the plan was frus- 
trated by Sheriff Robinson, who smug- 
gled the Negroes to Covington for safe 
keeping, and they have been confined. 
In jail at that place since. Their trial 
' will be called Thursday in the Mabon 
county circuit court, and this will ne- 
cessitate the return of the prisoners 
to Mason county. Owing to the exist- 
once 9l a strong feeUfg Maiaet them 
even a( this time the shsflff fisels that 
troops will be necessary to guard 
them, and he made his request accord- 
ingly.

An Attsmpt Wss Msde to Hold Up 
Ellzor Jonee While Hunting For 
•lurere In Magoffin County 
KAonday Night 

Jackson, Ky., June 10. — The Jury to 
try Curtis Jett and Tom White, charg- 
ed with one of the fouleat assaasina- 
tloaa la the history of bloody Breath- 
itt, the shooting of J. B. Marcum in 
the back as he stood in the courthouse 
door, was completed shortly after 9 
o'clock Tuesday night. The 12 men 
placed under the charge of the elizor 
and hia deputiea and will be sworn, 
and the opeaing statements made 
Wednesday morning. Present Indica- 
tions are that the testimony will bo 
commenced before noon. The Jury 
are all Magoffin county farmers who 
said they had not read newspaper ac- 
counts of the tragedy and knew no de- 
tails of It. They were accepted after 
an afternoon and evening of argu- 
ments, challenges and the filing of 
numerous affidavits. Their names are: 
Burns Fitzpatrick. James Allen, Dick 
Miller, Levi Hacker, R. May, Will 
Reid, Jasper Wallen, BsUll Reid, N. 
B. Salyer, James Bondy, Ham Prather 
and J. H. Rudd. 

Both sides seem satisfied with, the 
body. The defense exhausted its 15 
peremptory challenges and the prose- 
cution used three of its five. The ex- 
'tra veniremen did not arrive from Ma- 
goffin county until 3 o'cloclt. They 
were secured after strenuous efforts 
on the part of the elizor, who rode all 
night through the hills. Shortly be 
fore midnight he was held up in a wild 
portion of the country, a nuui spring- 
ing from behind a tree and seizing hit 
bridle. Jones fired full in the parties' 
face. He said the man reeled and then 
made off through the huahes. . 

Among the aflldavits filed Tuesday 
afternoon was oae by 8. H. C. Hurst, 
in which he alleged that money was 
offered men In Magoffin county if they 
fould get to bo veniremen. Hurst al- 
leges that one S. H. G. Arnett told one 
man that he could get $100 and anoth- 
er 940 if they could become members 
of the special venire. It has beforo 
been alleged that a powerful faction, 
which by some is accredited with keep- 
ing a large number of men on its pay- 
roll for service somewhat similar to 
the militiamen, bad agents in tha 
counties bordering Breathitt The 
man cited in the affidavit referred to 
was excused by Judge Redwine. 

In an affidavit, the defense alleged 
that S. B. L. Noble, an absent wit- 
ness, would testify that from his posi- 
tion Jett could not have fired the shot 
which killed Marcum. On ground of 
his absence, the defense aslted post- 
ponement, but the prosecution admit- 
ted that if present, Noble would so 
testify and the preliminaries pro- 
ceeded. 

The names of all veniremen were 
written on slips of paper, placed In a 
box, shalicn and the slips were then 
drawn, one at a time, by the Judge. 
Ninety per cent, had not read news- 
paper accounts of the killing of Mar- 
eom. and the rigid examination was 
directed as to their kinship to and re- 
lations with people in Breathitt coun- 
ty, of their friends or relatives in .Ma- 
goffin county. In some Instances what 
to the casual observer seemed no bar, 
meant a great disqualification to some 
whose knowledge of feuds enabled 
them to trace a friendship or a kin- 
ship through several families to one 
or the other factions in Breathitt, or, 
possibly, go back several generations 
and find a tie that might have a beat- 
ing on the present state of affairs in 
Jackson. An extra guard will attend 
Jett aad White during the trial.

A Supply Boat Has Been Outfitted and 
Will Make Dally Tripe te Venice, 
Madlaon and Granite City 
to Relieve Suffering. 

8t Louis, June 10.— The Mississippi 
flood which Monday night began to re- 
cede after reaching a stage of t7.B 
feet, began a rapid rise Tuesday and 
reached a stage of 37.75 feet, establish- 
ing the highest official water mark 
ever recorded in St. Ix)uls. The rise 
was rapid after the dawn of day, the 
water creeping up from 87.1 feet, 
where the recession during the latter 
part of the night had placed the stage, 
steadily regaining lost ground and in- 
creasing until at noon the stage had 
reached 37 75 feet and from that time 
until 8 o'clock the river remained sta- 
tionary. What has caused the rise Is 
problematical. Government Forecas- 
ter Bowie advances as an explanation 
that the water that has spread out 
through broken levees to the north la 
being drawn back into the channel by 
the receding water and has caused a 
temporary rise at this point. He says 
the rise will be of short duration and 
the decline consequently will be rapid. 

It is estimated that 8,000 refugees 
have found shelter in St. Louia and 
vicinity. People remaining in theUr 
flooded houses in the Inundated dis- 
tricts ar« lietng furnished with food 
aa rapidly as possihle It is estimated 
that 4,000 people arc still living tn 
flooded hDmes in Granite City, Venice 
and Madison. A supply boat has been 
outfitted and will daily make trips to 
relievo suffering.

Th»« Bimi.ktin has 
condemned for years the abuse of the 
pardonioir powor by Kratocky's Chief 
Kxe< iitireB.but we recoftnize the fact that 
they are not always the only oftioials at 
fault. The Ledger should nive facts, but 
it is so b«>nt on Daakinc • litlle political 
capital that It will tiardly do lo. 

On this BubjMt • tpcdal fram Frank- 
fort wyi : 

Moob bM boeii mad* ot tbojMurdon of 
Ooodloe HndMA tad J. B. Fotfato, in 
February laat. In Umm omm the rec- 
ords show ono of tbo •tronnMt potitlooi 
ever prewated to Got. Beckham for par- 
don. Certainly it compare* more favor- 
ably with the reeords of pardons granted 
darinft the administration of <tov. Brad- 
ley, which preceded the present one. 

When Gov. Beckham catne into office 
he deteimined that applications should 
he indorseil by ttie ollicials of the ronrt, 
jurymen and others converpant with the 
circiiinstancPH Hurrou'uiiriK the commie- 
sion of the oHViise. He has been ailher- 
in^ to this rule throughout, and eppecial- 
ly in cases where the offense is serious or 
where human life has been t'\ken. In 
(trantiuK the pardons in the HmlRnn and 
Fu(i:ate cases, which are at prenetit heing 
discussed,tbe Governor wrote the follow- 
inu indoraemant on the patitioa pre- 
sented : 

"The pardon of these boys is asked for 
by the Circuit Jud^e, tlie Coqamon- 
wealth's Attorney, the Countv Attorney, 
other counsel employed by the prosecn* 
tion. by the jury and by a large number 
of officials and good oiusens of Breathitt 
OoQDty. Their stateiponts within justify 
a pardon. It seems remarkable from the 
statementa made by all of the trial jury 
that they ever convicted the defendant*. 
A strong ca*« of aelf-defense is mada oat 
and it appear* tbat th* deoaaaad wu a 
deaperado, who had threatened the lives 
of those boy*, and at the time ba was 
killed he wa* trying to kill them. It la 
also shown by numerous affidavit* filed 
herein tbat a large number of names 
signed to the protest are forgeriea, and 
the men whose names are signed join in 
the petition for a pardon. A careful ex- 
amination of the case, therefore, leads me 
to the conclusion that th* pardon la do* 
served. Granted." 

A close inspection of the papers made, 
shows that the present Circuit Judite, 
Coramonwualth'H Attorney, County At- 
torney, all twelve of ttie jury, and nearly 
1(X) others, includinir the Ci)unty Jud^e 
and Circuit Clerk of Knott County, where 
Futrii'e livt d ur);F-(j the ttrantiiig of the 
pariluu in tfiese cHnes. In aiidition there 
are on tile the allidavits of a nuinher of 
citi/. 'ns uf Breatliilt County to the effect 
that a remonstrance aeaiust the pardon, 
which is yet a part of the record, is a for- 
gery so far as their names are signed to it. 

As stated in the foregoing this* pardon 
compares most favorably with those 
granted during ttie Bradley administra- 
tion. One pardon in point is that granted 
by Gov. Bradley in a Breathitt County 
case, that of Jerry Cardwell, convicted in 
the Ulark Circuit Court of manslanghter 
in tha kUllDK of John G. Harfc *, a brother 
of th* pr*M«t Oonnty Jadfce ot Breathitt 
Gtonnty. OardwoU wa* *aotenced to the 

Esnitentiary, and wu pardoned before 
e coald be broagbt here. In granting 
the pardon Gov. Bradley in snbstance 
wrote the following indorsement on the 
petition, which may be comparod with 
that of Gov. Beckham in the caa* about 
which he is being oriticiaad by th* Re- 
publican press: 

"Six of th* jurv that coiiv C't'd the de- 
fendant • • • nearly if nut all the 
County clficials of Clark County recom-
